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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 21-30, 34-40, and 44-45, drawn to a polynucleotide of mixed RNA and 
DNA nucleotide composition / a biosensor, wherein said polynucleotide interacts 
with a chemical effector, classified in class 536, subclass 23.1. 

II. Claims 31-33 and 41-43, drawn to a method for detecting the presence or absence 
of a compound or its concentration in a sample by contacting the sample with a 
polynucleotide of mixed RNA and DNA composition, classified in class 435, 
subclass 6. 

If any one of groups I-II is elected, applicant is further required to elect a single 
type of chemical effector from the following three group: 1) amino acids, amino 
acid derivatives, peptides; 2) nucleosides, nucleotides; and 3) steroids. Note this is 
not a species election. See below for reasons. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(h). In the instant case, the polynucleotide or biosensor of group I can be used in a 
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method of identifying binding properties of the polynucleotide of group I to different chemical 
effectors in a sample. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Furthermore, because these 
inventions are divergent and non-coextensive for the reasons given above and the inventions 
require different keyword searches and art against one would not necessarily apply against 
another (see MPEP § 808.02), to search them together would represent a search burden on the 
examiner. 

1) Amino acids, amino acid derivatives, peptides; 2) nucleosides, nucleotides; and 3) 
steroids are distinct, each from the other because the inventions as claimed do not overlap in 
scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the 
inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a materially different 
design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806. 05(j). In the instant case, the 
above groupings are distinct because they have materially different design: group 1) comprises 
amino acids; group 2) comprises nucleic acids; and group 3) comprises hormones. By virtue of 
the different materials of the chemical effector, they do not overlap in scope and are not obvious 
variants of one another. Furthermore, due to their divergent biological properties, the searches in 
non-patent literature databases are not co-extensive and do not overlap thus presenting a search 
burden to be searched together. 
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Notice of Potential Rejoinder 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of 
the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. All claims directed a nonelected 
process invention must require all the limitations of an allowable product claim for that process 
invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined 
claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 
103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product are found allowable, an otherwise proper 
restriction requirement between product claims and process claims may be maintained. 
Withdrawn process claims that are not commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim 
will not be rejoined. See MPEP § 821.04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder 
in accordance with the above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be 
amended during prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so 
may result in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement is 
withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 .
